Under direction of Miss Lois Osler of the School of 
Christian Service, Berkeley, a group of eight Univer- 
sity of California girls, is conducting at Trinity a Sat- 
urday play school from 10:00 to 12:00 o’clock.

Evangelism for All Saints Parish

This topic needs defining, for it is meant to connote 
only a limited part of the meaning of the word evan- 
gelism. By evangelism for All Saints we have in mind 
the bringing into corporate relation with our church 
and its communicants the unchurched of the parish. 
Of these unchurched there are three classifications. 
First, we meet the confirmed persons of the American 
church and other related churches throughout the 
world who come to make their home in our parish. 
Second, the baptized of other Christian faiths who for 
whatsoever reason have no church home. Third, those 
who are without a linking bond with any organized 
Christian group. | 

Irrespective of classifications of unchurched per- 
sons, we of All Saints must have a will to evangelize 
before we can become effective in bringing others into 
our sacred relationships and privileges. We need an 
unboastful but righteous pride in the tenets and prac- 


ship with our fellow communicants. This pride and 
fellowship, too, need to be built upon the love, the 
charity and the faith exemplified in Christ’s mission 
upon earth. So equipped each of us should become a 
potent evangel of Christ and our parish. Purpose 
rather than technique should actuate and control our 
evangelizing activities. Bringing our neighbor into our 
church is a matter of human relationship and inter- 
action and these do not well conform to mould or rule. 
Just this much, however, of planned procedure is 
valid; each of us should, inspired by our brotherhood 
with Christ, seek out the unchurched and unobtrusive- 
ly make known to him the virtue of our church. Should 
interest be inspired, then contacts should be effected 


- with other communicants and especially with our loved 


rector and an invitation extended to participate in our 
services. 

Necessarily some differences of procedure will be 
followed with the different classes of the unchurched. 
Those of our communion, but who are not on our 
communicant list, should need little more than an in- 
vitation and a welcome. In fact many of these rightly 
come without invitation and it is our Christian re- 
sponsibility to give them a Christian welcome into 
that fellowship of the church and the life of our com- 
munity. It would seem that each of us should be zeai- 
ous in seeking out all Episcopalians newly come to our 
parish, making known their presence to the rector 
and our fellow churchmen. | 

In evangelizing those baptized and confirmed in 
other faiths we should know that they are truly un- 
churched and that we are not proselyting. Certain. of 
our position we can tell them of the broad charity of 
our faith and that therein they should be able to find.a 

lace to do their wonted part in Christian service. 

hen they have come to us, on invitation or of their 

own accord, we can give them unhesitatingly a wel- 
come to our fold and encourage confirmation. 

The third class of the unchurched offers us the tru- 
est field of evangelism. The baptized and unconfirmed 
have, through others’ neglect of their own resistance, 
remained outside ours or any church and yet lived in a 
Christian land. There is, however, in every human soul 
on instinctive seeking after God and the infinite of 
good and with this seeking a desire to be linked with 
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other emotional reserves may interfere with a ready 
approach by a stranger but we all have friends and 
confidents among these unchristian Christians and 
| trusted friendship is the key to those innermost realms 
i of intimate thinking. When once admitted to con- 
fidence the way would seem open to give a like con- 
&§ fidence and tell of the happiness of Christian fellow- 
og ship that is ours in our church and the beauties of a 
- | Christian culture that has grown through the cen- 
ats turies of apostolic succession. 
| No mention has been made of children in this brief 
a treatment. It should be obvious, however, that an obli- 
. gation rests on each of us to let parents know that our 
: church school has a place for all children needing re- 
ligious instruction. 

In conclusion let us say that what we need is an 
ever-present awareness on the part of each of us of 
our Christian obligation to evangelize for Christ and 
for All Saints.
